NEW YORK, July 23.—An explos- 


sion, accompanied by fire, shattered 
an east-sije tenement late tonight and 
with the crumbling walls 14 persons 
went down to death while twice as 
many were probably fatally injured. 
A fire 'captain's deeds 
of 
heroism 


won the cheers of the crowds. 


The'wrecked building tonight was j 


at 222 Christie street, where a 6-story 
tenement rose above the grocery store 
basement. 


The explosion is as yet unacounted 


for. 
It tore out the front 
of 
the 


building and the fire that followed 
caught 20 families numbering about 
100 persons, while most .of them were 
sound asleep. 
Not until the ashes 


had cooled was it possible to recover 
the bodies of the dead. 


Jumped From Windows. 


Of the injured many jumped from 


the windows .others were caught by 
falling timbers, many ihalf-suffocatej 
by smoke were dragged from the hall- 
ways, while others - received . their 
wounds during the panic and mad 
fight among themselves for an exit. ' 


The tenement was occupied chiefly 


by Italians. A passer-by was atracted 
by the explosion which apparently oc- 
curred in the basement. As he turn- 
ed toward the building the 
whole 


front with its. flimsy lire escapes fell 
into the street arid from the sagging 
floors a score of half awakened per- 
sons dropped into the street. 


Cries of the Dying. 


'Many of these were badly hurt but 


they proved to be the nvore fortunate 
Of the tenants, for in another moment 
the bui.'ding was wrapped in flames 
and the cries of persons burning to 
death rent the air. 
In the wild panic 


that followed . many received mortal 
injuries. 
The police and firemen who 


early reached the scene attempted to 
take the imperilled tenants from the. 
side and rear windows, but few who 
free to act cliol not wait for assistance, 
but jumped into the street,-. .Several 
who sought escape by a rear stair- 
way were driven back 
by 
smoke.

tact, they were allowed to roam over 
the country, and even on certain city 
streets, provided they went on the run, 
shouting out to all near, 'Unclean, un- 
clean.' 


"The disease is a spreading one. 


[t first appears as a slight swelling of 
the flesh. Then, a bald or white spot, 
which goes deeper and deeper, spread- 


throughout the entire system. In 


short, leprosy is simply a decaying of 
the body, a gradual rotting away of 
the flesh and bones. The finger nails 
drop off,- then the fingers, then the 
hand, so the body continues to slough 
iway until at last death comes to re- 
lieve. Leprosy is incurable. 


"I have mentioned these character- 


istics because there is a disease today 
which in these three particulars re- 
sembles leprosy. In fact it is worse 
than that disease; And what is more, 
everyone of us here.today has it. 
It 


is the leprosy of sin. 
I call sin lep- 


rosy because it is loathsome, spread- 
ing and incurable by .man.. First, it 
is loathsome. We Jo not see it in 
all its foulness, because we are ,hard- 
encd-to it. The negroes in Africa do 
not know they were black until they 
saw a white man. So if we could only 
see the holiness of God, the best man 
living, by comparison, would be as a 
'jlac?k speck on a. Held of snow. Sec- 
iml, it is a spreading disease. 
The 


one who steals a penny today, tomor- 
row will steal a. dollar. The one who 
curses the world today, tomorrow will 
curse his Gocl. The one who begins 
life disobeying his parents, is apt to 
?nd his life disobeying his God. One 
sin leads to another. 
Cain is envious, 


he hates, lie murders. Third, it is 
ncurable by man. There is no moral 
-sap that will wash away the stains of 
sin. 
No man can heal a moral leaper. 


Incurable! Unclean! Unclean. 


"But one leper n-as cured as we fln\

This is what we may Call 


-in incident of ihope. '-For as leprosy 
ivas incurable: by man, and yet a leper 
u*as healed; so, while sin is incurable 
by man,' perhaps this same Physician

HE Haywood trial is at an end. Twelve men, true, law- 


abiding, loyal, and capable, having heard all the 


evidence and examined all of the exhibits", 
have 
de- 


clared that Wm. D. Haywood was not a conspirator to" 
accomplish the death of former Governor Frank Steun- 
cnberf, of Idaho. 
/ 


From that decision the state has no appeal. It pre- 


sented all of its evidence to thise 12 men, and in their 
judgment it was insufficient to make out the case which 
the state had alleged. Haywood goes free, and in going 
he expresses sentiments, not of vindictiveness nor malice, 
but of gratefulness and humility. He promises to prove 
by his future activities that the verdict of the jury, justi- 
fied by the evidence, is justified also by his character,,' - • 


And as the verdict is not appealable by the state of 


Idaho, neither can it be complained against by those 
who have belie\ed that Haywood was guilty, and who 
have aided the state in prosecuting the case against 


him. 
Under our system of laws, and scheme of gov 


ernment, the seal of finality has been fixed upon the pro- 
ceedings so far as Haywood is concerned. 


The greatest leader of men that Amsrica has ever 


produced stood on the site of tha bloody fight at Gettys- 
burg at a moment when the cause of the Union was in 
the ascendant, when victory was crowning the struggle 
through which he had passed, and, m words that can 


against him. That case has failed. And if the state 


could not convict HaywooJ, it cannot convict Moyer and 
Pettibone. 
Nor is there anything to bo gained from 


trying to do so. 
More- harm than good will come of the 


effort, for tho mantle of the martyr which Haywood has 
worn will be passed on to the shoulders of the other two, 
and the agitation which? all should pray to see ended 
will continue, to grow in bitterness, and to bear bigger 
fruit of radicalism. 


Idaho's purpose is to punish the guilty, to prove that 


government still endures in that state, and that the law 
is supreme. Very well. Lot Idaho to the task. 


She has failed to convict Haywood. He is a free man 


Unable to convict Haywood, she cannot - convict 
the 


others. But vine can try, convict and execute the real 
murderer of Frank Stuenenberg, Harry Orchard. 
She 


has him in custody, she has his ccinfession, and if her 
object is the punishment of crime she has it in her power 
to mete out punishment for the crime of murder. A 
jury has already said that there was not a conspiracy to 
commit that murder. 
, 


We have therefore, to this point, a lesson for one side 


to the Colorado labor war and for the state of Idaho. 
Put into the fewest possible words, this lesson reads: 


Do not keep rubbing salt into this open sore. 
Give it 


the chance to heal, and at the same time revenge the 
murJer by the execution of the murderer, a man whose 
years have been already too many. 


There is still one lesson to be learned out of this 


trial, and it is the greater Of the two. In his speech to 
the jury, Clarence Darrow declared that the constitution 
is only for the rich; he even, appealed, as counsel for a 
laboring man, for the jury to lay asicle its passions and ' 
prejudices and give his client a sciuare deal. 


Darrow's words were but the echo of what ihas been 


running through the brain of hundreds of thousands of 
men. since the" Haywood-Petibone-Moyer arrests, and 
since, by these arrests, ground was made* fallow for the 
doctrines of socialism and anarchy. To those words and 
to all the sentiments which they echoed the verdict is an 
answer. 
' 


There lives not in America today a laboring man who 


can. assert with this veitlict before him, that the poor 
have not as fair treatment at the hands of our courts as 
have the rich. 
The Haywood case has demonstrated, 


more than it has 
demonstrated 
anything 
else, that 


our jury system is still good, and that the man who is 
suiltless need not fear the ordeal of a trial.

had kept an all-night vigil before the 
door of the jury room, was startled i 
into action by an imperative knock 
t'rom within. 


The Courtroom Thrilled 


Events moved rapidly enough after 


this and when at last the principal 
actors in the trial had been gathered 
into the court room at a fe'w moments 
before S o'clock, the white envelope 
handed by the foreman to the judge 
was torn open and the verdict read.

torneys for the state and to the small 
group of heavy-eyed newspaper men 
and court officials who had been sum- 
moned from beds but lately sought or 
from offices where sleepless waiting 
had marked the night.

We have never believed that the cause of Colorado, 


which Idaho made her own, was entirely just. The labor 
troubles which brought Haywood and Moyer and Petti- 
bor.e prominently before the public were not entirely 
blameable. upon the miners. Nor ^were the miners the 
only ones who offended against the laws during the pro- 
gnss of those troubles. There was blaime to be laid at 
the door of either party to the controversy—neither side 
In a violent dispute can have all of the right on its side. 


How serious has been the aftermath of those labor 


troubles has been proved by the attitude of the miners 
since the arrest of Haywood, and those indicted with 
him, for the murder of Steunenberg. Throughout this 
western country, the doctrines of 
socialism, 
even' of 


anarchy, have-fallen on fallow ground since those ar- 
rests were made. Why?- Because the men whose leader 
Haywood was, and hundreds of other unionists, have seen 
in the Haywood case not the prosecution of a criminal, 
but the persecution of one who had made the reputation 
for himself of fighting their battles lor them. That is 
the fact as it exists, and as it has existed. 


There is no' way by which one side to a controversy 


can so effectually inflame the other side, drive reason to 
the winds, and make men ready for any course of con- 
duct, as by martyrizing the leader of the opposition.

but one code is employd, and- it is 
'only necessary for a firm or an, in- 
dividual to have one copy to .hold com- 
munication with the world. This is 
accomplished by equipping not only 
the Western' Union offices in the Uni- 
ted States with' the code, but .also their 
connections in Canada, Mexico, Cen- 
tral and South America, the West 
Indies and all of Europe. 


Messages Translated. 


' "Persons receiving code messages 
Wrho are not supplied with the code 
may haye access to it in the offices 
o fthe company, not only for interpre- 
tation, but may answer their corres- 
pondent who is a subscriber to the 
system. Thus a whole letter can, be 
sent for the small charge for ten 
words. 
, 


"Of course much time, labor and 


money.'has been expended in estab- 
lishing this system, as all users of 
the wires have to be personally inter- 
viewed just the same as in, establish- 
ing a telephone system, but we- are 
now in la. position 'to give subscribers 
immediate service and 
can 
assure 


them code connections with whomso- 
ever they, wish to communicate. Ab- 
solute secrecy can also be maintain- 
ed, as all that is necessary is a prior 
arrangement between sender and re- 
ceiver.

The promise of obedience to the law 


by the Southern Railway and 
the 


Atlantic Coast Line Railway,- which 
since. July was the date set for the 
rate .provision to go into effect, have 
leeniviolating the law, was given late 
'esterday at a conference which tho 
•ailroads had sought with Governor 
•lenn, who had declared that as 
a 


orecedent to any agreement he might 


«ikc the rate must first be put into 


effect. 


The conference was a private one. 


4fter it ended. Governor Glenn 
said 


that at the beginning of the confer- 
ence the railroad representatives st'at- 
id that they were ready.to agree in 
writing, to a 2 1-4 cent rate, the law 
to be tested later in the original 
in- 


junction case before Judge Pritch- 
ard, and an appeal i£ necessary to bcs 
taken by the state to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, while the 
railroads would appeal the case to the 
North Carolina supreme court and if 
necessary take the case on writ of 
error to the Supreme Court of the 
United States.

of putting into effect the 2 1-4 cent 
rate.

The first page 
was torn to pieces and re-macle, the 
three heads thatxcould be used, om 
for a verdict of guilty, one

were set and laid out. on the imposr 
ing stones ready for instant use. All 
the columns, after the page had been 
remade, were justified, leaving space 
for the heading 
and' the 
anxiety 


awaited dispatch. 


. First "Flash" Over tlic Wires 
At 6:15 the operator at Boise senl 


out a general, call for all 
the As- 


sociated Press operators to be in read- 
iness. The Journal's operator sprang 
to his typewriter, and there came a 
flash over the wires: 


"The jury is ready to report." 
Fast as the words came over thr 


wire they were repeated to the lino- 
type operator, who put them in type 
T'idge Wood had been sent for, and 
there came a break in the story— 
his arrival at the 
courthouse 
was 


waited. At last the wires began -tick- 
ing again. 
The Judge entered 
the 


courtroom. 
The jury was filing in. 


The prisoner was brought from the 
jail. Claaence Darrow, 
of prisoner's 


counsel, arrived. These were all sep- 
arate messeges,. and quickly as they 
were received they were put. in. type 
and arranged in the forms. 


How It Was Bone 


Then came another'wait.of a min- 


'Ute or two. The verdict, was being 
opened and read. At 7:00 o'clock came 
the "flash" that the verdict was one ol 
acquittal. 
And an instant later the. 


score of words that told the- story 
came ticking over the wires. 


It was the work of but a minute to 


put them in type, arrange them 
in 


the form, throw into place the head- 
line prepared in advance for acquittal 
to lock the torm arid send it down-to 
the press room in the basement. All of 
this was done, the presses started, the 
first papers printed, and the first boy 
on the street making-salesiin precise- 
ly five minutes after the "flash" told 
the verdict, and just seven 
minutes 


after the. verdict was handed to the 
judge. 


Pretty good work, you say? 
Well,, that's how The Journal gave 


the news to Reno yesterday morning.
